Failed bid to be

AXMINSTER town councillor Paul Hayward failed in 
a bid to oust the council’s longest serving member, 
Douglas Hull, from the deputy mayorship - after 
nominating himself. 

The bid failed, however, after members voted 8-4 
in favour of Councillor Hull, who is celebrating 50 
years in local government. 

Axminster Town Council met on Monday of last 
week and there was no surprise when councillors 
agreed that Mayor Jeremy Walden should carry on 
for a second year, as is tradition. 

There were no other nominations and the decision 
was unanimous. 

Councillor Walden’s first duty during his second 
term was to oversee the appointment of deputy 


THERE will be great disappointment in Seaton this 
week that the proposed 100-bed hotel on the Har¬ 
bour Road regeneration site is unlikely to reach 
fruition and will be replaced by 40 retirement 
homes instead. 

This is the second blow Seaton has suffered on 
this site. Planning permission has been granted for 
220 new homes on an adjacent site - but none of 
them are going to be affordable for the town’s 
young residents. 

Like most towns in East Devon, Seaton is desper¬ 
ate for more low cost housing to keep its young 
families in the town and the new s that the town is 
going to have yet another retirement home will not 
be well received. 

One town councillor particularly upset is Stephen 
Williams, who says that Seaton, as a holiday town, 
needs visitor accommodation more than it needs 
retirements homes and that there has to be a bal¬ 
ance between the two if the town is going to pros¬ 
per. I agree with him. 

There are many in Seaton, particularly among 
the trading community, who still lament the clos¬ 
ing of the Lyme Bay Holiday Village. The arrival of 
Tesco was reluctantly accepted because of the 
number of jobs created, but the town was expect- 


mayor. 

Councillor Sue Spiller proposed that Councillor 
Douglas Hull should continue for another year, sec¬ 
onded by Councillor Brian Watson. 

But Councillor Paul Hayward nominated himself, 
seconded by Councillor Mervyn Symes. 

There was confusion for a while as nobody could 
say for sure if it was allowed to nominate yourself. 

It was eventually decided that Councillors Hull and 
Hayward should go head-to-head in a ballot and vot¬ 
ing slips were subsequently issued, with Councillor 
Hull triumphing 8-4. 

The seeds of controversy were sown during a town 
council debate in June last year during which Coun¬ 
cillor Symes attempted to reform the mayoral selec¬ 
tion process. 

At the time, Councillor Symes, a former mayor, told 
the town council that he had been asked by residents 
how the process worked, and had replied: “By peck¬ 
ing order” (time served on the council). 

It was then explained that individual councillors 
could nominate a fellow councillor for the posts of 
mayor or deputy mayor - but a councillor could not 
nominate himself/herself. 


COLYTON 

Council row over 
Feoffees interests 

THE chairman of the parish council has been ac¬ 
cused of failing to be “open and transparent” with 
regards to his interests in Colyton Chamber of Feof¬ 
fees. 

Councillor Sheila Smith has questioned why an al¬ 
tercation between herself and Colyton Parish Coun¬ 
cil chairman Andrew Parr, regarding his decision not 
to declare a personal interest in a matter relating to 
the Feoffees at the previous month’s meeting, was 
not included in the minutes. 

At their April meeting, councillors discussed a 
planning application for 25 houses on land next to 
the Peace Memorial Playing Field but Councillor 
Smith argued that council members who were also 
Feoffees should declare an interest in the matter, as 
Jim McCarthy of James McCarthy and Company 
Limited, the agent for the application, was also a Fe- 
offee.Councillor Smith said advice had been received 
by East Devon District 
Council’s monitoring of¬ 
ficer, Denise Lyons, on 
this issue stating that 
Feoffees should be 
transparent about their 
interests when dis¬ 
cussing the application. 

However, Councillor 
Parr dismissed the ar¬ 
gument, saying he had 
no personal or business 
dealings with Mr Mc¬ 
Carthy and his interest 
in the Feoffees was 
listed on his Register of 
Interests, 

“We have all had train¬ 
ing, we’ve all got the 
written instructions on 
the code of conduct. It is 
up to each individual 
councillor to decide on 
their interests, as you 
know, so that is how it 
stands.” 

Councillor Smith later 
asked why the discus¬ 
sion between herself 
and Councillor Parr at 
last month’s meeting 
had not been recorded 
in the minutes. Council¬ 
lor Parr said it “was not 
relevant”.

‘Crucial’ year ahead 


HONITON faces a “crucial” year and 
it is vital that those “on the front 
line” make their voices heard, the 
town’s new Mayor has said. 

Councillor Peter Halse, who has 
served on the town, district and 
county authorities over a period of 
more than 30 years, was elected as 
Mayor at the annual town meeting 
last week, and has vowed to help 
Honiton “move forward” under his 
leadership. 

Councillor Halse was formally in¬ 
vested as Mayor at a special cere¬ 
mony last night (Monday) but 
ahead of the meeting he told Pul- 
man’s View he would be working to 
make sure Honiton’s voice is heard. 

And he hopes to make the most 
of his experience in local Govern¬ 
ment to liaise with councils and co¬ 
ordinate the efforts of the local 
community. 

He said: “The town council has a 
very important role to play in liais¬ 
ing with the very powerful organi¬ 
sations that affect the lives of 
everyone in the town - it is a crucial 
time for Honiton and we are crucial 
to that process. 

“I do not have all the answers but 
I have a unique advantage in being

able to liaise with the people who 
do have the power to provide what 
Honiton needs. 

“We are at the coal face and are 
the first to be affected by changes 
- it is vital we make our voices 
heard.” 

A particular concern for the new 
mayor is that local people are able 
to have their say on planning mat¬ 
ters. 

And Councillor Halse says the 
new 300-home housing develop¬ 
ment on the edge of the town, ap¬ 
proved last month by district 
council planning chiefs, will trigger 
a need for more services to be pro¬ 
vided. 

He said: “We do have a real prob¬ 
lem with housing developments 
being allowed - decisions are being 
taken by people who do not know 
Honiton at all and it is absolutely 
vital that someone can coordinate 
that relationship. 

“The town is expanding all the 
time and all sorts of services will 
need to be provided. 

“Our role is clearly one of co-op¬ 


eration and making sure that peo¬ 
ple know what Honiton needs, and 
I will do my best to fulfil that role.” 

Councillor Halse first joined the 
town council in 1981 and has served 
on the district authority since 1983, 
with a 12-year spell on the county 
council in addition. 

The new mayor also praised the 
achievements of his predecessor 
Councillor David Foster and said the 
town had a “great future” in front of 
it. 

He added: “The town council has a 
small budget but has done a 
tremendous amount with it, and all 
credit must go to the previous 
mayor for the brilliant job he has 
done. 

“It is wonderful that we have now 
got the Beehive up and running. 

“It is the most thrilling thing we 
have done for several generations 
and I am proud to be the first mayor 
to take responsibility for it - Honi¬ 
ton now has a great future in front 
of it. 

“I do not want to see this town 
become a backwater - Honiton is 
the gateway to East Devon and I 
hope to see it move forward in my 
time as mayor."

people choosing to make contact by 
phone and online communication. 

And the Force says there can be as 
few as five or six visitors an hour, 
even at peak times at the busiest sta¬ 
tions. 

ACC Netherton added: “The Force 
currently receives around a million 
contacts a year from the public via 
999, 101 and contact with the Force 
Enquiry Centre and Force website - 
this number far outweighs the 
amount of people actually attending 
a police station. 

“With the development of online 
communication and further invest¬ 
ment in technology, it is only likely 


to reduce further. 

“Maintaining a visible presence in 
our communities remains a critical 
factor and we will do everything pos¬ 
sible to target resources and achieve 
this. 

“It is hoped this review will 
further allow us to increase visibility 
away from traditional police sites.” 

The enquiry desk at Honiton is one 
of 11 proposed closures across 
Devon and Cornwall, with Exmouth 
and Tiverton stations also preparing 
for changes. 

And the plans are set to leave only 
10 stations where members of the 
public can walk in and report crime. 

Reacting to the announcement, 


Honiton MP Neil Parish said he was 
“concerned” by the prospect of re¬ 
duced front desk services in the 
town, and had appealed to the Force 
for them to reconsider the plans. 

He said: “I only received a letter 
from the Chief Constable the day 
after this was announced publicly 
and I should have been notified be¬ 
fore this was going to happen. 

“But it does concern me and I will 
be pursuing it - I have since written 
to the Chief Constable asking him to 
review the situation. 

“I do understand the need to save 
money in policing but we need to see 
if the Force can offer a skeleton serv¬ 
ice for Honiton if nothing else.” 
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East Devon Alliance recap 
major planning applications 



Conservatives host annual clay shoot 


THE East Devon Alliance (EDA) held its annual general 
meeting in Colyford on Friday when members were up¬ 
dated on the major planning applications which had 
arisen over the past year. 

Retiring chairman Ian McKintosh gave an overview of 
the EDA’s activities in the last year, ranging from sup¬ 
port for major planning appeals in the district to con¬ 
tributing verbally and in writing to key planning 
enquiries, both locally and nationally. He reminded new 
members that the EDA is a non-party-political alliance 
seeking a balance between building of much-need hous¬ 
ing and conserving the natural environment. 

Committee member Paul Amott was then elected to be 
chairman with John Withrington re-elected to continue 
as vice-chairman. Nicky King also stays on as secretary 
and Sheila Smith was elected as the new treasurer. 

The new chairman thanked Mr McKintosh for his en¬ 
ergetic and astute leadership in the foundation of the East 
Devon Alliance, and also thanked retiring treasurer Ron 
Roberts for putting sound financial structures in place 
for the EDA to build on. The meeting was pleased to 
note that both will continue to work with the EDA. 

In his opening comments, the Mr Arnott outlined what 
he considered to be the many problems in East Devon 
in the current planning context. He said that habitual 
local democratic practices have become insufficient to 
meet the current crisis created by East Devon’s District 
Council’s “failure to satisfy the inspector with its pro¬ 
posed Local Plan”. This situation was made more acute 
by the government's National Planning Policy Frame¬ 
work and its presumption in favour of development. 

However, it was emphasised that in the coming period 
when a planning free for all might be feared, examples 
in the room from Feniton, Talaton and Colyford/Seaton 
showed that major applications could still be challenged 
and defeated on "sustainability" grounds. 

The discussion was opened to the floor, and largely 
centred on a forthcoming proposed application in the 
Uplyme parish, where an overspill development is 


mooted in the Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty near 
Rousdon. 

Those potentially worst affected live a few yards into 
West Dorset and were concerned that Lyme Regis and 
West Dorset councillors would be in favour of the pro¬ 
posal, due to the need of more affordable housing in the 
area. 

The planning inspector's response to EDDC's Local 
Plan, in which he criticised the failure of EDDC to work 
with West Dorset to identify and meet housing need, 
added to their concerns. 

It was felt that Uplyme Parish Council will want to 
help defend their area, and it was hoped that EDDC 
councillor Ian Thomas and MPs Oliver Letwin and Neil 
Parish would want to fully engage during the coming 
election year. It was generally considered that all EDA 
members and those attending benefitted from this ex¬ 
change of views and experiences. 

Concerns were also raised from the floor about the dis¬ 
proportionate number of complaints being processed by 
EDDC against non-majority councillors at every level, 
while complaints against those connected to the ruling 
party rarely seemed to be given further investigation. 

Those attending also discussed EDDC’s Overview and 
Scrutiny Committee proposal regarding speaking restric¬ 
tions at EDDC Development Management Committee 
meetings, and on plans to restrict a councillor's freedom 
to table motions. 

It was considered that there are two key actions for the 
way ahead. The first is to tackle unwelcome overdevel¬ 
opment applications as they arise, and support each other 
across the district in a context where councillors may not 
always be relied upon to act in the public interest before 
their own allies. 

The second is that for real, sustainable change to be af¬ 
fected many independent council candidates will need 
to come forward in May 2015. Members and others are

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Memories of Juanita brought to life 


HONITON suffragette and 11 times mayor 
Juanita Maxwell Phillips did more than her 
bit during WWI when the introduction of 
conscription in 1916 meant that men were 
called up and women asked to cover their 
jobs. 

Her life story was told through a com¬ 
memorative talk and exhibition at The Bee¬ 
hive on Monday, May 12th. 

The lecture was given by Dr Julia Neville 
and those attending heard that Juanita was

one of the suffragettes who signed up for 
war work. 

She left her home in Honiton to work in 
the War Office in London and was de¬ 
ployed in what was called the Effects De¬ 
partment, Officers’ Section. 

Dr Neville said: “The work involved re¬ 
ceiving the property of officers who had 


been killed in action, their personal posses¬ 
sions and last letters or wills, and sending 
them on to their families with their last pay 
packet or request for the settlement of 
debts. 

“At a time when the life expectancy of a 
junior officer on the Western Front was no 
more than six weeks her daily work must 
have given her a constant reminder of the 
price being paid by individual families for 
the war.” 


Dr Neville also informed the gathering 
that, while working at the War Office, 
Juanita also helped run a girls’ club in the 
East End. 

These clubs, which aimed to provide so¬ 
cial activities for the East End factory girls, 
were often set up by well to do young 
women. Juanita loved children and young 
people all her life. 

Mrs Phillips’ great niece, Caroline Merry 
de Bayer, told the meeting that when her 


aunt Juanita was working at the War Office, 
her older brother Henry worked for British 
Intelligence between the years of 1914 to 
1919 and was much decorated. 

In 1917 Henry interviewed the spy Lode, 
later shot in the Tower of London, and said 
that he found him an intelligent and inter¬ 
esting man, who told him that he spied for 
England, France and Germany because of 
the excitement.

Town council hands out £14k

Axminster Library treated unfairly 
compared to neighbouring towns 


■ I WONDER if your Ax min ster readers are aware 
of how unfairly they have been treated in the past 
in terms of the amount spent by Devon Library 
Service on Axminster Library, and how even more 
unfairly they are to be treated in the future if the 
proposed library service changes are implemented. 

The proposed changes are that there should be im¬ 
proved and more varied services in Seaton and 
Honiton but that the minimal services provided at 
the moment in Axminster, should be reduced even 
further to a level maintained chiefly, if not wholly 
by volunteers or the voluntary sector. 

It would seem that the people of Axminster are to 
be expected to go to the trouble and expense of 
travelling to Seaton or Honiton if they wish to 
enjoy the improvements in services to be provided. 
They will of course still be expected to help pay for 
them. 

To illustrate just how unfairly Axminster is being 
treated, last year the amount spent on Ax min ster 
Library was £2.19 per head, on Seaton Library it 
was £6.81 and on Honiton Library it was £5.45. 
Also, Axminster Library was only open for 21 
hours per week, Seaton for 33 hours per week, and 
Honiton for 38 hours per week. 

Is it any wonder then that the usage figures for 
Seaton and Honiton libraries were higher than those 
for Axminster? However, if the usage figures for 


Axminster are scaled up in proportion to opening 
hours, then Axminster comes out ahead of both 
Seaton and Honiton in nearly all usage categories. 

The figures clearly show that Axminster Library 
is the most cost effective in the area by far and that 
it is illogical, as well as extremely unfair to the peo¬ 
ple of Axminster, to propose that Axminster en¬ 
dures further cuts, whilst Seaton and Honiton have 
even more money spent on them because 
£1,935,000 has been set aside in the county council 
budget for extra expenditure on the 22 improved li¬ 
braries. 

Since every household in Devon has to pay a fair 
share of the rates then surely it is reasonable to ex¬ 
pect that the services provided by these dates 
should be accessible to all. In the case of library 
services in Axminster, this is certainly not true now, 
and is likely to be even less less true in the future. 

If other people in and around Axminster agree 
that they are being treated very unfairly, then they 
should say on the library proposals feedback form 
available online or at any Devon library. Lacebook 
and Twitter pages have also been setup by library 
support groups to help make local feelings known.

Colin Eaton 
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60 SECONDS | CHURCHES 


THIS week we take a look at what part our church build¬ 
ings play in providing and supporting our Christian wor¬ 
ship. 

Church of England figures show that 42 Anglican 
Cathedrals in England alone attracted about 12 million 
visitors in the past full year. While medieval art and ar¬ 
chitecture are a big draw, attendance at services has also 
increased by more than a third in this decade. 

A representative of the Architect's Journal has described 
the situation as a real success story. A reason for the at¬ 
tendance figures is given as resulting from changing work 
patterns, which means that more people are unable to at¬ 
tend worship on Sundays but make up for it by joining in 
midweek evening services. 

While this is to be applauded, the maintenance of cathe¬ 
drals comes at a cost. An earlier English Heritage study 
into England's Anglican and Catholic cathedrals showed 
that a total of £100million is required every 10 years for 
the maintenance and repair of those cathedrals, which al¬ 
lows little for expansion and new builds. Another recent 
figure is the amount set aside in the latest budget for such 
buildings only amounted to an extra £20million. 

So we are bound to ask ourselves, perhaps as we went 
to church around Easter time, what do we do? Even if we 
did not attend we probably ponder on how it would be 
without our church buildings. Would we miss them? 

Sadly, churches are no longer the most important local 
building, with poor heating, no bells in use, and so they 
are often no longer at the heart of the community. In some 
places regular Sunday services in every church have had 
to be reduced. So the question remains - what should we 
do about our buildings - beyond renewing our prayers? 

There are at least two more things that local communities 
facing such situations could consider. First, all local faiths 
could be encouraged to use the same single building - 
there is no religious practice that might prevent this. Im¬ 
proved comfort would be possible for worship,and could 
encourage attendances. 

That suggestion having taken root, a further step could 
follow by making local churches real centres of local com¬ 
munity life, with concerts, classes, creches, coffee and so 
on. Local communities often have provided such activi¬ 
ties but seldom do they do it together. Togetherness is a 
good step in itself. 

So what of the unused church buildings? First comes re¬ 
duced expenditure. Other uses may provide much sought 
after income for small communities. 

For the Easter record - Holyford Mission Community 
started with the vigil and communion at the picnic site at 
6am, followed by services morning and evening at St An-

drew’s Church. The Easter festival continued with a serv¬ 
ice of confirmation with Holy Communion on Sunday, 
May 4th - and we welcome now all those newly con¬ 
firmed. 

Christain Aid Week 2014, working with partners on the 
ground throughout the world, has just ended. Help is given 
to all whatever their faith. 

So the year moves on, with parishes holding their annual 
meeting of parishioners and electing some to serve as 
church officers, and others to represent the Deanery and 
Diocese. Then there are tasks and duties that parishes han¬ 
dle for such as fabric matters, accounts, and there will be 
other events including fetes and carnivals. Flower festi¬ 
vals are popular and this year Colyton offers such from 
June 19th to 22nd with a wedding theme "Bridal Flowers 
and Fashions". 

Other current events include Axminster United Reform 
Church spring sale in the Church Hall, Chard Street, on 
Thursday, May 22nd from 9.30am to 12noon - usual stalls, 
competitions and refreshments.

Oboe and piano recital 
with a light lunch; donations for the Minster. The next 
concert will be on Thursday, May 29th 12.30pm to 1pm - 
a piano duo.

Diagnosing Dementia 


DIAGNOSING dementia is often 
difficult, particularly in the early 
stages. The GP is the first person to 
consult. The GP may then refer the 
person being diagnosed to a special¬ 
ist consultant. 

Assessments can include conver¬ 
sations with the person being diag¬ 
nosed and those close to them, a 
physical examination, memory tests 
and/or brain scans. 

The Mini Mental State Examina¬ 
tion (MMSE) is the most com¬ 
monly used test for complaints of 
memory problems or when a diag¬ 
nosis of dementia is being consid¬ 
ered. 

Becoming forgetful does not nec¬ 
essarily mean that you have demen¬ 
tia. Memory loss can be an effect of 


ageing. It can also be a symptom of 
stress or depression. In rare cases, 
dementia-like symptoms can be 
caused by vitamin deficiencies 
and/or a brain tumour. 

A definite diagnosis of the cause 
of dementia may only be confirmed 
at post mortem or, in very rare in¬ 
stances, through a brain biopsy. 

A diagnosis of dementia can come 
as a shock. Even if you have been 
half expecting it, this will be a wor¬ 
rying and upsetting time. It can also 
be hard for those close to you. You 
will all need a great deal of reassur¬ 
ance and support. However, there is 
much that you can do in the early 
stages that can help to make life 
easier and more enjoyable, both 
now and in the future.

Coping with Dementia 


MANY people are happier if they can remain independent 
and in their own homes as long as possible. 

You may also want to think about driving, health, legal 
decisions, working, money and benefits. Planning for the 
future can make things easier to manage later on so take 
advantage of all the advice, services and support available 
to you. 

To acheive this, it may be necessary to make some adap¬ 
tions to their homes or to use new equipment and/or as¬ 
sistive technology that has been designed to enable people 
with dementia to remain independent for longer or make 
it easier for others to give support. 

Often, this is with support from others. However, it can 
be difficult managing everyday situations if you have de¬ 
mentia, particularly as the dementia progresses and you 
get older. As a result, some people may not be as safe at 
home as they used to be. 

It is important to find the right balance between inde¬ 


pendence and unnecessary harm. The person with demen¬ 
tia should, where possible, be involved in decision-making 
and their consent sought and given about changes. If this 
is not possible, it is important that those making the deci¬ 
sion do so in the person's best interests. 

Occupational therapy provides practical support to help 
people do the things they need and want. This includes 
day-to-day tasks, hobbies, interests and activities. 

Occupational therapists can: 

• suggest ways to carry out daily living activities (eg 
bathing, eating, dressing) 

• help to select and use assistive technology and 
equipment to enable safe activity, and make 
adaptations to the home - eg hand rails in the bathroom 

• assist with participation in a wide range of activities to 
help with physical, psychological, social and spiritual 
wellbeing 

• provide advice to carers.

Wallpaper as a concept may 
have come back into fashion - 
but that doesn't mean every de¬ 
sign of it is. So if your home is a 
nightmare of swirly, flowery or 
textured wallpaper (unless that's 
your taste, of course), what can 
you do about it? 

Painting over the wallpaper is 
the easiest option, and using a 
basecoat emulsion - Crown 
Paints does a good one - will 
make it easier still. Basecoats 
are designed to cover patterns 
and strong colours in fewer 
coats than it would take with 
standard emulsion, saving you 
time and effort. 

The problem with painting over 
wallpaper, especially if it's been 
up for years, is that it will even¬ 
tually start to come away from 
the wall, often at the seams. If it 
has already begun to do this, 
you can remove the affected 
sections of wallpaper with a 
craft knife and cover the miss¬ 
ing bits with filler - although this 
isn't a great long-term solution. 
You can also simply paint tex¬ 
tured wallpaper, but this only 
works if you like the texture. 
Textured wallpaper was often 
used in the past to cover up 
less-than-perfect walls, so if 
you do decide to get rid of it, be 
prepared to do some replaster¬ 
ing (especially as plaster can 
come away with the wallpaper 
when you strip it off). 

If you can't face the cost and 
mess of replastering, filler (or, in 
the worst cases, plaster repair 
and skim products) can work 
wonders, but this filling and 
then sanding can be very time- 
consuming and will only go so 
far. 

Some walls are beyond repair, 
unless you line or replaster 
them, and even then you often 
have to fill and sand, especially 




if the plasterer before you has 
been a bit sloppy. 

Newly plastered walls and ceil¬ 
ings can develop hairline cracks, 
especially over lath and plaster 
or if the plaster is 'force' dried 
with heat, in which case lining 
paper or wallpaper will hold in 
the cracks. Alternatively, Poly¬ 
cell Flexible Gap Polyfilla (£2.89, 
amazon.co.uk) is the best filler 
I've found to keep hairlines 
cracks looking at their best. 

If you opt for lining paper, 
paste-the-wall 
ones are the 
easiest to use, 
as you simply 
apply wallpa¬ 
per paste to 
the wall with a 
brush or roller 
and then hang 
the paper. You 
don't have to 
wait for the 
paste to soak 


into the paper and you don't 
have to grapple with soggy 
lengths of paper. 

While replastering gives a better 
finish, thick lining paper can be 
used to improve the appear¬ 
ance of lumpy walls - that said, 
the lumps and bumps will still 
be noticeable if light falls across 
them (lamps are one of the 
worst offenders). 

Blown plaster (plaster that's 
spongy and moves slightly 
when pressed on) can also be 
held in place with lining paper, 
as long as you don't put any 
weight, such as tiles, shelves, or 
coat hooks, on it. 

If your walls have seen better 
days in terms of smoothness, 
the best way to enhance un¬ 
even walls is to use a chalky or 
flat-matt emulsion. Paint with 
any kind of sheen, such as silk 
emulsion, will emphasise the 
flaws, so avoid it at all costs.

By remaining present in the moment aware of the 
breath and the body, individuals can learn that 
the anxiety they experience is merely a reaction 
to thoughts. By positively responding to threat¬ 
ening events instead of being reactive they can 
overcome an mistaken stress fight-or-flight re¬ 
sponse, and take control of their life.
